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Unemployment Nears 20% Here

Unemployment reached 19.8 percent in 
Crawford County at the beginning of December 
according to the Michigan Employment Security 
Commission. 

Nearly one in five persons of a workforce of 
4050 were out of work. And that doesn’t include 
persons whose unemployment benefits have run 
out or have given up looking for work through the 
MESC office. 

As bad as unemployment figures already are 
in Crawford County, MESC officials say they will 
be worse heading into the traditional slow winter

months of January, February, and March. 

The high water mark for unemployment 
here in recent years was 27.1 percent recorded 
during February, 1981. 

With A & R Wood Products and Weyer- 
haeuser both starting up and hiring persons after 
that, unemployment was kept down to 19.1 per- 
cent the following February in 1982. 

But now, unemployment is starting to in- 
crease again in the county. Last year, at the 
beginning of December, unemployment was at 
16.7 percent - 2.1 percent lower than this Decem- 
ber. 


One of the reasons unemployment is up this 
year is the workforce has increased by 300 per- 
sons frorn the same time last year. 

A drop in tourism also is hurting retail and 
services employment in northern Michigan. 

At the beginning of December, 1982, approx- 
imately 800 persons were unemployed in the 
county equalling March for the month in 1982 
with the most persons out of work in the county. 
During the 27.1 unemployment in February, 
1981, about 975 persons were out of work. 

The state of Michigan recorded a 17.3 unem- 
ployment rate in December.

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Churches Support 
Communist Revolution 


Sociologist Rael Jean 
Isaac Ph.D. writing on ‘‘Do 
you know where your church 
offerings go?” reaffirms the 
continuing involvement of 
several major church 
denominations in world 
revolution. The January 1983 
issue of the ‘‘Reader’s 
Digest” listed “groups sup- 
porting the Palestine Libera-

Students will he 
tested, computerized scoring 
will get information back to 
teachers faster. Teacher will 
use the information for 
grouping and planning in- 
struction and will use alter- 
native teaching strategies 
when necessary. It is antici- 
pated that test results will 
improve within the next 
three years as a direct result 
of these curricular im- 
provements.

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Governor James Blanchard, 
facing a budget deficit of some $750 
million just one week into his new 
term in office, is expected soon to 
make recommendations of how to 
cover the revenue shortfall. 

The recommendations are expec- 
ted to include both revenue augmen- 
tations, possibly an increase in the 
state’s income tax rate - and budget 
cuts. 

A financial crisis committee, ap- 
pointed by Blanchard prior to his 
taking office, has reported the 
budget crisis is real and has to be 
coupled with a massive state cash- 
flow shortage of as much as $1 
billion. 

The committee recommended tax 


increases, a repeal of the local spend- | 


ing requirements in the Headlee 
amendment and further Medicaid 
cost containments. 

No specific recommendations were 
made in either budget cuts or levels 
of tax increages. 

Committee members warned that 
education was at the ‘‘crossroads”’ 
and unless efforts were made to im- 
prove services, Michigan could 


_ become “‘the Mississippi of the nor- 


th.” 
House of Representatives Fiscal 
Agency Director John Morberg has 


‘ urged Blanchard to immediately 


begin a campaign for a constitu- 
tional amendment, on the 1984 
ballot, that would eliminate the sec- 
tion 30 Headlee Amendment 
requirement. 

That requirement,. which dictates 
that 41.6 percent of state expendi- 


tures go to local units of govern- 


ment, “doesn’t make sense,” in 
terms of public policy, Morberg 
said. 

Morberg also said a hiring freeze, 
imposed on those departments that 
do not have expanding personnel 
needs, should be considered.

revenues continue to show annual 
increases, although in the last two 
years, they have not kept pace with 
inflation. 

According to a report issued by 
the Senate Fiscal Agency, state 
taxes as a percent of personal in- 
come has steadily declined over the 
past three years and the federal 
share of total state spending is at 
the highest level ever in the years 
reviewed. 

The report points out the well- 
publicized, steady decline of the 
general fund budget revenues since 


. reaching a high point in 1978-79, but 


shows total tax revenue, including 
funds set aside for specific purposes 
reached an all-time high of $6,199.3 
million in 1980-81, the last year for 
which figures are complete. 

That is $95.2 million higher than 
the year before, and represents 61.2 
percent of the total state revenues. 
That percentage compares to a high 
of 80.7 percent in 1960-61. 

On the other hand, federal 
revenues have continued to grow to 
a level of 25.4 percent in that 1980- 
81 year and are expected to hit 26.4 
percent in the current 1982-83 year. 


In 1970-71 federal revenues con-. 


stituted 20.4 percent of the total 
state budget. 

The report shows that Michigan 
personal per capita income has also 
grown faster than state tax revenue, 
with taxes now representing 6.8 per- 
cent of personal income. That is the 
lowest figure since 1970-71 and com- 
pares to a high of 8 poe in 1972- 
73. 

The percentage of the budget 
coming from personal income taxes 
has been on a general upward trend 
and in 1980-81 represented 20.1 per- 
cent of the budget. 

Meanwhile, business taxes have 
been flat or falling, and in 1980-81 
were 9.3 percent of the budget, com- 
pared to such historical figures as 
11.2 percent in 1977-78 and 12.7 per- 
cent in 1959-60.

Round-Up 

Grayling Elementary will 
begin the Round-Up of kin- 
dergarten children for the 
1983-84 school year on 
February 8, 1983. For a three 
day period, February 8, 9, 
and 10, we will be registering 
children who will be 5 years 
of age, on or before Decem- 
ber 1, 1983, for the kin- 
dergarten session beginning 
in September 1983. 

Registration of children 
will be handled, by appoint- 
ment only, from 9:30 to 11:30 
a.m, and 1:00 to 3:30 p.m. for 
the three day period. We will 
begin scheduling of appoint- 
ments on January 17th and 
ask that you call the school 
office (348-7641, ext. 46) to 
arrange for a convenient 
time. 

The State requires that all 
children entering a Michigan 
school produce a certificate 
of birth and show up to date 
immunization records. 
Vision and hearing tests and 
a physical exam are also 
necessary. 

We encourage you to par- 
ticipate in this early regis- 
tration of kindergarten 
students. Clinics are held in 
the spring to assist you in 
meeting requirements and 
your child will be fully pre- 
pared for school if you follow 
the scheduled program. The 
State is becoming  in- 
creasingly firm about 
meeting requirements and 
children lacking in any area 
can be denied attendance in 
school. 

For registration, please 
bring your child’s birth cer- 
tificate and immunization 
records. Mrs. Mahaney, the 
County Nurse, will be here 
for registration and guide 
you in meeting medical 
requirements. If you do not 
have the records necessary 
for registration, piease call 
the school at once. We will do 
everything we can to help 
you obtain the information 
necessary for enrollment.

Commissioner Parker 
made a motion to accept the vouchers for payment, seconded by 
Commissioner Kraus. All voted in favor, vouchers signed. 

The purchase of sand for winter maintenance was discussed. 
The Board instructed Mr. Keir to proceed with the purchase. 

The Board reviewed the request from Grayling Church of 
Christ to release 50 feet of right-of-way on Old 27 near Skyline 
Road. It was decided to view the area prior to making a decision. 
The Board also reviewed a petition from freeholders of Frederic 
Township to abandon a portion of Mill Street in Frederic. Thay 
instructed Mr. Keir to schedule a hearing and publish the notice 
in the paper. 

Engineer-Manager Keir informed the Board that notice has 
been posted for a Night Patrolman and discussed the night 
maintenance position for winter. 

The Board reviewed the Cash Flow Budget for the 1983 
year. The budget for 1983 was approved. 

The purchase of a used dump box for truck No. 40 was ap- 
proved. 

The Board broke for lunch and a tour of inspection was con- 
ducted over Old 76 and M 93 adjacent to Roberts Road.
